Such a pol-
icy undoubtedly pleased the
local ABC stations because it
means on convention nights
they will be able to make far
more money by selling enter-
tainment shows than NBC or
CBS stations which will be
carrying the conventions full
time at a cost of $9 million to
each network,
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THIS YEAR CBS will not
compensate its affiliated sta-
tions for revenue loss due to
carrying conventions and elec-
tion night returns which has
